N A T Cc H E Z zy. winner of $166,845, was not a race- 


horse to specialize in sprints, or middle distances, or long distance 
races—from 6 furlongs to 154g miles Natchez was fighting it out 
with the best and making a race of it all the way. 

Natchez won the Kent Stakes (1 1/16—equaled track record, 
1:11 4/5), Edward Burke Handicap (1 1/16, 1:42 3/5, fastest 
time distance had been run in Maryland), Travers, Harford (%, 
1:11 4/5), and Havre de Grace Handicap (1 1/16 miles). Among 
the stakes he placed in were the Empire Gold Cup 15g—a head 
behind Stymie, and beating Assault, Phalanx, etc.), Suburban 
Handicap (1% miles, to Assault, beating Stymie, *Talon, etc.), 
Belmont Stakes, Withers, Empire City Stakes. 

Few who saw the Empire Gold Cup of 1948 will forget Natchez 


winging along in front for the first mile and a quarter. He gamely 
took on two challenges, turned back Assault, then Stymie chal- 
lenged. The latter won by a neck, Natchez was four lengths 
ahead of Assault. All carried i126 pounds. In the Suburban of 
the same year Natchez again led until the final sixteenth when 
Assault caught him, but *Talon was six lengths back in third place, 
Stymie another length behind.

The Leading Sires Re-Ranked 
On Average Per Starter Basis 


The principal purpose of the average-earnings index is to 
appraise earnings in terms of opportunity. A sire repre- 
sented by 40 starters cannot be compared with one represented 
by 80 starters, unless allowance is made for the difference. 

Without taking account of this numerical difference our an- 
nual lists of leading sires are partly dependent upon the ex- 
cellence of the sire (and his mates) and partly dependent upon 
the number of his offspring in action. Hence it is impossible 
to accept the gross totals as anything more than an approxi- 
mation of the merit involved. Many very good sires with 
fairly small representation on the tracks tend to be overlooked 
simply because of lack of numbers. 

In the accompanying exhibit the leading sires of the last 
three years have been rearranged in order of their average 
earnings per starter. The leading 20 are included in each 
tabulation, and the first column of the tabulation shows the 
rank of each, based on gross totals. In addition to these lead- 
ers. the list for each year includes a number of other sires 
whose average per starter was at least twice the general av- 
erage. (In 1946 the average money per starter in North 
American racing was $2,800; in 1947, $2,829; in 1948, $2,689.) 
Sires with fewer than 15 starters in a given year are not in- 
cluded. 

The index figure in the extreme right-hand column shows the 
proportion of actual to expected earnings. expected earnings 
being defined here as number of starters multiplied by the 
general average for the year. That is, in 1946, with an average 
distribution of $2.800, 10 starters would be expected to earn 
$28.000. and 100 starters would earn $280.000. if the total 
distribution were divided evenly among all horses which started 
at least once during the year. The index represents the 
actual earnings divided by this hypothetical total. *Mah- 
moud’s runners in 1946 earned 4.517 times their expectancy. 

But if the ranking according to gross earnings cannot be 
swallowed whole, neither can the ranking according to index. 
The index is a rough equivalent of a batting average. But a 
baseball player who makes 390 hits in 1,000 times at batting 
(.300) is more dependable than one who makes 4 hits in 10 
times at bat (.400). So also does a sire become more de- 
pendable in proportion as he maintains a high rating with larg- 
er and larger numbers of offspring in action. 

In all the major racing countries it is the custom to rank 
the leading sires of each year according to gross totals earned 
by their offspring. None of the standard statistical summaries 
show the number of starters representing each sire, and with- 
out this figure it is impossible to estimate genetic merit. Since

racing. and more especially breeding, are international to a 
high degree. it is apparent that an international measure is 
needed, perhaps of the kind here applied. 

In any country the raw materials for creating an average- 
earnings index are (1) total number of horses raced, (2) 
total amount of money distributed in stakes and purses, and 
(3) the number of starters representing each sire and their 
gross earnings. From the first two the average expectancy 
per starter can be estimated. Then the average for each sire 
can be compared with the general average. 


NOTE. The number immediately following the name of a sire indi- 
cates the number of years his progeny had raced in North America. When 
no number appears, it indicates that the progeny of the sire began racing 


before 1940.

Plans for Final 
Remount Sales 


Plans have been made for disposing of 
the last of the Government-owned horses 
turned over by the Remount Division of 
the Army to the Department of Agricul- 
ture. Groups of stallions will be auctioned 
at four points in October, and sales of 
certain other horses are being negotiated 
privately with the custodians to whose 
care they were entrusted. Determination 
as to the acceptability of the private of- 
fers probably will be made this week in 
the Department of Agriculture at Wash- 
ington. 

According to H. W. Marston, research 
co-ordinator for the Department: “If the 
present custodian is not interested in pur- 
chasing, or if his offer is unreasonable, 
the stallion will be disposed of either by 
means of sealed bids in his present loca- 


tion. will be brought in for one of the 
auction sales, or sold at a public sales 
yard.” 


A total of 46 of the more prominent 
stallions owned by the Government were 
selected for sale by public auction, at the 
times and places indicated in the list be- 
low. Each auction is to begin at 2 p. m., 
standard time.

Washington State Syndicate 


Plans for the organization of a 15-mem- 
ber syndicate to buy 15 yearlings at the 
Keeneland Fall Sales were announced by 
George C. Newell, secretary-treasurer of 
the Washington Horse Breeders Associa- 
tion, in the September issue of the Wash- 
ington Horse. 


As outlined by Mr. Newell, the group 
would organize on this basis: 15 individ- 
uals would contribute $3,000 each. Clinton 
B. Alves, editor of the Washington Horse, 
would select a tentative list of 50 yearlings 
to be bid on at the sales. It was hoped 
that the purchases would include five colts 
and ten fillies. An average of about $1,500 
each would be paid for the yearlings. The 
remainder of the money would be used 
for training expenses. 

The band of 15 young horses would be 
split, by lot, into three groups of five,

Stymie Comeback Is Doubtful; 
Small Ones Faster in Matron 


New YorK 
A statistical morsel of recent vintage 
is that Challedon is now the only living 
$300,000 winner that has sired a $300,000 
winner. The party of the second part is, of 
course, Mrs. Deering Howe’s Donor, 
which, by winning the Narragansett Spe- 
cial and the Manhattan Handicap on suc- 
cessive Saturdays, pushed himself into 
the $300,000 class. He pushed. in fact, a 
little past his sire’s $334,660. He’s had to 
work a little more for his money. for 
Challedon started only 44 times, and the 
Manhattan Handicap was No. 50 for 
Donor. 


Donor was fairly lucky to get here at 
all. for his dam was eighteen years old 
when he was foaled, on May 10, 1944. 
Orissa had produced, 13 years earlier, an- 
other good horse in Only One, which won 
five stakes and placed in no less than 
twelve others, in 1935. That’s putting them 
a good way apart. 

You will be advised elsewhere that 
Donor won the Manhattan from My Re- 
quest, and that it was eight lengths farther 
back to Stunts and Stymie, the latter miss- 
ing third place by a nose, while Assault 
finished last. Assault has never, in fact, 
shown to real advantage at more than a 
mile and a quarter, and all four of the 
races in which Stymie has finished ahead 
of him have been at a mile and a half 
or more. 


The Manhattan should have been made 
to order for Stymie, which won it in 1946. 
for it had a pretty stiff pace. He was 
blocked a little in the upper stretch, but 
his run, when it came, was not impressive. 
When he improved so much in his second 
start, I thought maybe he’d regain some- 
thing like his form, but now I’m rather 
regretfully doubtful. He’d had three races, 
close enough together to tighten him, be- 
fore the Manhattan. and he had only 118 
pounds. The result should have been some- 
thing better than a bad fourth. He’s a 
massive, grand-looking horse now, with a 
thick, crested neck and big muscles. May- 
be that’s just the trouble; he’s a stallion. 


FILLIES. I’d guess the first three fillies 
to finish in the Matron were the smallest 
ones in it. though I have no measurement 
except on Bed o’ Roses, which is just a 
fraction under 15 hands. Fais Do Do can- 
not be much taller, and probably doesn’t 
weigh as much, for she was very light 
through the flanks. Striking, a graceful, 
easy-moving sort, is on the small side, too. 


Of these three, Bed o’ Roses had consid- 
erably the most substance, being stoutly 
made behind the saddle, and though she 
had raced much more than anything in 
the field, she was the best looking in the 
paddock. 


The bigger fillies—Indian Crest, Duchess 
Peg, Evening Thrill, April Air, and 
Joann’s Boots—were all unplaced, but the 
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HELOISE, owned by Nydrie Stud in Virginia, is dam of the stakes winners 
Sgt. Byrne, Tintagel, Francesco, Dinner Date, Brittany, and Boy Knight. 


last named ran a fairly good race. She 
was second in the early part, and finally 
had to settle for fourth. She is a big, 
rugged, roan filly by Our Boots and Wee- 
Three Farms got her out of Frank Hel- 
ler’s sale at Saratoga last year for $9,400. 

Wee-Three Farms, practically speaking, 
is Jules Schwartz, who owns a cleaning 
business in New York. For one thing, it 
cleans up the race tracks after the cus- 
tomers go home. For another, it cleans 
and polishes such ships as the Queen 
Mary and tke Queen Elizabeth when 
they’re in port. You may be interested to 
know the English can’t handle this—they 
say you can’t work but so much in one 
day. and by the time they got over the 
Mary or Elizabeth they'd have barnacles 
on their plates. Schwartz tosses in three 
shifts on a round-the-clock basis and has 
them ready to go in three days. 


Anyway, Schwartz got into racing rather 
recently, and he rather bemused the New 
York press-box by ordering up a case of 
champagne the first time he won a race, 
because it was a quite ordinary claiming 
race. Since then he’s done pretty well with 
his stable. The fling at the Futurity was 
considerably his most ambitious venture, 
and Joann’s Boots at least made expenses 
with $1.250 in fourth money. 


STRENGTH THROUGH JOY. Jockeys 
have pretty strong hands, of course. The 
local lads have developed a ritual of 
bending beer cans end to end, just as 
you’d double a straw. It takes a pretty 
fair man to do this, but these 105 pound

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Weaning, Breaking Yearlings 


Discussed at Thoroughbred Club 


The Thoroughbred Club of America. at 


its meeting of Saturday. September 24. at 
the Lafayette Hotel, Lexington. held a 
symposium in which Alex Bower. manag- 
ing editor of THe BLoop-Horse. put ques- 
tions to Olin Gentry. manager of Danada 
Farm; John Ward, trainer who specializes 
in breaking yearlings: and Dr. William 
McGee, of the veterinary firm of Hagvard 
and Hagyard. Other members of the club 
entered the discussion at several points. 
The answers to the following questions 
are not direct quotations in all cases. and 
some of the discussion is omitted. 


Q. 


WEANING PRACTICES 
(Mr. Gentry) 


How do you fix your weaning dates? 
Usually T wean in two groups. the 
early foals in September. 
ones in early October. 


the later 


Do you wean by the sign? 

I pay no attention to the sign. Can't 
see that it makes any difference. (At 
this point a similar question was di- 
rected at Thomas Piatt. who said his 
practice was to wean only “when the 
sign is below the knee... . beeanse 
the mares dry up quicker.” Ther Mr. 
Bower asked for a show of hands to 
determine how many _ breeders pre- 
ferred to wean by the sign. Most of 
those present refrained from voting. 
but among those who raised their 
hands. there was a majority of 8 to 6 
in favor of following the sign. that is. 
weaning after the moon reaches that 
section of the zodiac associated, in old 
astrological charts. with the lower 
part of the human anatomy. from the 
knees down.) 

How do you dry up your mares. 


I wean in the morning and milk the 
mares all out in the afternoon and 
for the next day or two. After that I 
milk them enough to relieve the pres- 
sure, for a few more days. as neces- 
sarv. until they dry up. 

(Ira Drymon reported that as a 
result of exnerience with cows he hed 
used a different routine the last two 
vears. “If IT wean on Monday morn- 
ing, I don’t touch the mares until 
Wednesday morning. then milk them 
out. They dry up more quickly. and 
with less soreness.” ) 

How do you handle foals which are 
especially nervous? Do you put two 
in a stal! together. for instance? 

No. I don’t put weanlings together in 
a stall. If the foal is especially nerv-

ous. I put it in a stall next to the 
mare and cut a hole in the partition 
.... [ keep the mares up two or 
three nights after weaning. 


BREAKING YEARLINGS 
(Mr. Ward) 


When do you begin to break year- 
lings? (Voice from the floor: As soon 
as he can get em.) 

It depends a lot on the owner. I like 
to start working with yearlings in the 
first two weeks of July. 


What are the problems of sales vear- 
lings as compared with yearlings 
coming directly from the breeders? 
You have to go more slowly with the 
sales or you may run into 
trouble. The fat’s not good for them. 
but at the same time the trainers who 
raise cain about being fat 
wouldn’t buy if they weren’t. 
Yearlings bought at the Keeneland 
summer sales can be turned out two 
or three weeks before breaking; those 
from Saratoga are broken directly. 


horses. 


How are vearlings shod? 
Some prefer tips. some like shoes in 
front and tips behind. I shoe mine all 
the way around. No toes. 


. Do you look for special qualifications 


in bovs who are to break the vear- 
lings? - 

Right now you don’t have much 
choice. But any boy who can gallop 
‘a horse on the track can break vear- 
lings. I wonld rather have a fairly 
heavy boy with some experience than 
run a risk with a lighter boy who 
didn’t know much. 


(From Mack Albright. of Barkley 
and Company) How did you make 
out with that equipment we made 
for you? 

The main advantage of using driving 
lines. I think. is that it forces you 
to go more slowly in breaking year- 
lings. They learned to back more 
quickly. I didn’t see that it made 
much difference in their mouths. 


When are they asked for speed? 


Denends en who vou are training for. 
If I could do as IT please in all cases 
I would like to have two months after 
breaking before breezing. I usually 
breeze an eighth to a quarter, never 
more. 


When do you turn them over to the 
trainer? 


Q. 


I don’t like to give them up before 
three months. I like to keep them 
until I feel they’re not going to de- 
velop any bad habits. 


Do you handle precocious yearlings 
differently from those which seem to 
be slower to learn? 


No, I prefer to keep them together; 
the slow ones tend to learn from the 
smart ones. 


What about breaking yearlings on 
the farm as against breaking them 
at the race track? 


Well. 'm a prejudiced witness. since 
I break at Keeneland. But it’s faster 
at the track. Two months on the race 
track is equivalent to six months 
galloping on the farm. 


Do vou make a point of turning your 
yearlings out while breaking? 


Yes. but this is the first year I’ve been 
able to do it. I turn them out at night. 
and next morning they’ve got their 
minds on their business. 


What some of the bad_ habits 
yearlings are inclined to pick up? 


are 


They'll pick up any you teach them. 
Fighting them around the head is 
terrible—teaches them to run_ back. 
Some are horse-shy; you have to let 
them gradually gain confidence in 
the presence of other horses. 


(From Kenneth Cobb) Do you find 
that the ones which have been run- 
ning together do any better? 


Yes. But they may still be afraid of 
horses they don’t know. 


How do you feed yearlings? 

I don’t like to give more than six 
auarts of oats a day. If they come 
out of the sales, they certainly don’t 
than that. I use whole 
oats: this means some wastage. but 
on the track it is hard to get oats 
crushed just right. Corn is very bad 
until the cooler weather begins. then 
T feed it some, on the ear. In the 
warmer months I like a light tim- 
othy hay; as it turns cool you need 
more clover and alfalfa. 


need more 


(From George Swinebroad. auction- 
eer) How long does it take to get 
the sale fat off? 

Tt varies. Some vearlings come out 
of the sales softer than others. I 
like to get in about six weeks of 
training before T start galloping. If 
you rush the soft ones much 
their ankles are likely to act up. 


too 


(From Lewis Tutt) If the yearlings 
have been fed exclusively on Crunch, 
do you have trouble getting them to. 
eat anything else? 


No. They’re glad to get oats. 
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VETERINARY 
(Dr. McGee) 


What about periodic examinations af- 
ter a horse has begun service. es- 
pecially after he has been at stud 
two or three years? 


[ would advise them. Sometimes a 
horse’s fertility goes down because 
he is overworked. or for some other 
reason; it is better to make an occa- 
sional check to anticipate such trou- 
ble than to wait until it shows up 
otherwise. 


How do you determine when a horse 
is overworked ? 


It’s a broad question. If the semen 
seems normal under laboratory exam- 
ination in the first season. I don’t 
like to see more than 20 or 25 mares 
given the horse... . But there is no 
way. just by lookine. to anticipate 
trouble; laboratory examinations are 
better. 


What about the use of artificial in- 
semination ? 


Not practical right now, under exist- 
ing rules here, but could be if we 
had more incentive for it. The French 
have no rule against the practice and 
have done more research than we 
have along this line. 


What precautions should breeders 
take at this time of the year with 
in-foal mares. especially with regard 
to abortion. and with regard to pos- 
sible jaundiced foals? 


For contagious abortion there is a 
proven vaccine. For virus abortion 
there is a vaccine period. Any out- 
break of contagious abortion should 
be reported at once to the Experiment 
Station. (See notes on virus abortion, 
page 31). To guard against jaundiced 
foals, owners of mares which have 
produced such foals can have their 
blood checked and determine the de- 
gree to which the foal probably will 
be affected. Of the cases which came 
to attention of the Experiment Sta- 
tion last vear T think they lost only 
two foals. and they got both of these 
cases too late to be helpful. If a 
jaundiced foal is indicated by the 
blood tests. the simplest way of han- 
dling the case is to keep the foal off 
the mare for the first 24 hours. 


What special care should be given 
to barren mares at this time of the 
year. as special preparation for the 
winter months? 


Feed them well. And if they need any 
medical attention. try to get it over

The Manhattan Handicap drew seven starters to 
the post, the smallest field of the day at Belmont 
Park, but they were so well matched and of such 
a class that the mutuels pool was the largest of 
the day, and the extreme outsider in the betting. 
Quarter Pole, was at odds slightly less than 10 
to 1. Assault, under top weight of 126 pounds, 
was the favorite, My Request second choice, and 
Stymie, third in his last two starts and now down 
to 118 pounds in the weights, third choice. 


Assault and Stymie ran sixth and seventh to the 
last quarter, while the pacemaking was being done 
first by Stunts, then by *Doubtless 2nd, and in the 
stretch by My Request. With a quarter-mile to 
go My Request had a four-length lead, with 
*Doubtless 2nd in second place. But Donor, lapped 
on the Argentinian at this point, ran the last 
quarter mile in about 24% seconds, caught My 
Request near the end and beat him three-quarters 
of a length. 


Stymie had moved up in the stretch while As- 
sault dropped back to last place. But Stunts beat 
him a head for third money, eight lengths back 
of My Request. Possibly Stymie was racing him- 
self into condition for a later victory, but Assault’s 
race suggested that, for the time being, his come- 
back prospects had dimmed. 

The race was run at a fast pace, two-fifths of 
a second slower than the track record, set by 
Bolingbroke in the Manhattan Handicap of 1942.

The Prix de VAre de Triomphe. 
France’s greatest race for 3-year-olds and 
upward, is run at Longchamp annually. 
at a distance of nearly 114 miles. Three- 
vear-olds carry 122 pounds and older 
horses 132. Fillies have a three-pound al- 
lowance. Geldings are not eligible. The 
track record for the distance is 2:3134. 
made bv Migoli last year. 

The Longchamp course is kavwn for 
its sloping terrain. On the backstretch 
the track rises for about three furlongs. 
Then it turns downhill for about the same 
distance. After that, the track follows the 
New Course, over which are run the seven- 
furlong races. This last seven furlongs is 
one of the fastest tracks in Europe.

Rockport. Round View, Flying Missel, 
Loser Weeper. Arise, Vulcan’s Forge, and 
Capot. In addition to these, Stymie, the 
world’s leading money winner will be elig- 
ible if his owner, Mrs. Ethel Jacobs. de- 
cides to run him. 


Arlington-Washington Summary 


Remains of four world speed records 
and four American records were drawn, 
quartered. and buried at Washington 
Park this summer, over one of the fastest 
tracks ever used for Thoroughbred rac- 
ing. 

Calumet’s Coaltown started the ball 
rolling in the Stars and Stripes Handi- 
cap at Arlington Park by cutting four- 
fifths of a second from the track record 
for 114 miles. made by his stablemate 
Armed, in winning the same race two 
years ago. Armed’s time was 1:4915. The 
new record: 1:4825. 

When dropped to a mile at Washing- 
ton Park, Coaltown outsped Equipoise’s 
17-year-old world record of 1:34%5. The 
Bull Lea speedster carried two more 
pounds than Equipoise, and covered the 
distance in 1:34 flat. Two days later, 
J. A. Kinaird’s Johns Joy shouldered 122 
pounds and went a mile in 1:3415. Mrs. 
Emil Denemark’s Provocative was just a 
nose behind him. The following week at 
Washington Park, Bewitch scored the 
fastest time for a mile ever recorded by 
a filly. Carrying 125 pounds, the Calu- 
met mare equaled Equipoise’s time of 
1:3426. 

The Kentucky Derby winner Ponder, 
which was second to Coaltown in_ his 
record mile, delivered the fastest mile and 
a quarter ever run by a 3-year-old when 
he won the American Derby in 2:0025. 
He carried 126 pounds and broke the 
Washington Park track record, which was 
2:0034. set by Fervent in 1947. 

A new world record for seven furlongs 
was made by J. A. Goodwin’s Ky. Colonel. 
when the colt won the Sheridan Handi- 
cap in 1:2124. The previous mark had 
been 1:2144, recorded by Honeymoon and 
equaled shortly afterward by Buzfuz. 

Two American turf course records 
were made by Walmac Farm’s Volcanic, 
but one of them was beaten before the 
season ended. Volcanic’s first, 1:491/5 for 
11% miles over the grass strip at Arling- 
ton Park, was broken by P. A. B. Widen- 
er’s Happy C. at Washington Park. Hap- 
py C.’s time was 1:49. The old turf course 
record had been 1:49%, made by Gallo- 


way in 1948 at the same track. Vol- 
canie’s other turf record was at a distance 
of 1,4; miles in Washington Park’s Mead- 
owland Handicap. His time was 1:5444, 
compared to 1:5515, recorded by Take 
Wing two years ago.at Washington Park. 
At the shorter turf distances, Mrs. 
Emil Denemark’s Slick Pigeon went six 
furlongs in 1:1044 at Washington Park 
to break an American record of 1:1244, 
which had been set by Etherial at Sheeps- 
head Bay in 1908. At Arlington Park, 
Mrs. Helen S. Reineman’s Carrara Mar- 
ble ran six furlongs on the main track 
in 1:0914. a fifth faster than the track 
record set by Myrtlewood in 1935. 


THE LEADERS. It was Calumet Stable 
most of the way down the list. Coaltown 
was the undisputed leader of the handi- 
cappers. Ponder was acclaimed master of 
the 3-year-olds. and Bewitch was _ rein- 
stated as leader of the mares and fillies. 
Two Lea also was prominent. Among the 
2-vear-old colts, Mrs. Emil Denemark’s 
Curtice finished strongest; however, Wis- 
consin Boy managed to win two stakes 
and Re-Armed won one. Juvenile filly 
honors were divided among Here’s Hop- 
ing, Duchess Peg, and Tea Deb. 

Calumet led the list of owners with 
earnings for the two meetings of more 
than $525.000. Out of the 29 stakes at 
Arlington and Washington Parks, Calu- 
met won 13. 

Steve Brooks, contract rider for Calu- 
met. scored 120 firsts, 93 seconds, and 44 
thirds on 423 mounts, to lead the jockey 
roster. 

Mutuel handle at Arlington Park 
showed a decline of about 17 per cent 
for the 36 days of racing. Attendance 
was down 10 per cent. At Washington 
Park. the mutuel drop was about 21 per 
cent, and the attendance decrease was 
approximately 15 per cent. 


Del Mar Dividend 


Directors of the Del Mar track in Calli- 
fornia have declared a dividend of $30 a 
share, payable to stockholders of record 
as of September 30. The advertisement 


announcing the dividend offered for sale 
100 shares at $215. 


Ted Williams, who did some bidding 
at Saratoga on behalf of California clients, 
reported that he has arranged to hold a 
sale of yearlings and other stock at Tan- 
foran the first week in November. Tenta- 
tively he expects to have enough horses 
for two sessions. Entries from Kentucky 
and the East will be welcomed, he said. 
(Williams’ address: 180 May Avenue, 
Monrovia, Calif.) Mr. Williams presently 
is recovering from an appendectomy un- 
dergone after his return from the Sara- 
toga Sales.

and would be assigned by lot to three 
Washington trainers. The trainers would 
become members of the syndicate, but in- 
stead of investing $3,000 they would make 
their contribution by reducing their train- 
ing fees. 

At two the horses would be raced at 
Longacres, and the best would be sent 
to California for later racing. Each trainer 
would hire, for the summer months, a 
student from the Animal Husbandry De- 
partment at Washington State College to 
act as groom, giving him a chance to earn 
and learn. 

All winnings would be pooled. The syn- 
dicate members would not own particular 
horses, but would be shareholders in the 
whole lot of 15. At the end of their 3-year- 
old year, the horses would be sold at auc- 
tion, and the proceeds would be divided 
equally among the syndicate members. 
The hope would be, of course, that the 
fillies and perhaps some of the colts would 
be bought by Washington breeders. 

At the time of writing, Mr. Newell 
stated that five memberships already had 
been subscribed. 


Canadian Yearling Sale 


The Canadian Thoroughbred Horse 
Society wili hold its sixth annual sale of 
yearlings on Friday, October 7, at Wood- 
bine Park, Toronto. In addition to 58 
yearlings which have been consigned to 
the Friday night sale, 23 broodmares will 
be sold on the following morning, making 
a total of 81 head, the largest number of 
horses ever sold by the group. 


Although founded in 1906, the Society 
first extended its activities to include year- 
ling sales in 1944. Only 22 yearlings were 
offered, but by 1948 the number had in- 
creased to 61. It has been the practice 
to sell broodmares on the day after each 
sale. However in 1948 none were offered. 


The average price of the Canadian sale 
reached its peak ($2,620) in 1946. It 
dropped to $2,300 in 1947, and fell off 
again to $1,713 in 1948. But in the face 
of declining prices, Frank R. Conklin 
established a record top price of $11,000 
in 1948 for a colt by *Boswell—Aloof. 
by *North Star 3rd. 


Commenting on prospects for the sale, 
an observer has pointed out that breeders 
are quite optimistic about the sale, and 
that “the better stock are still bringing 
good prices.” He also mentioned the lack 
of stall space at race tracks and bad 
effects it is causing in the racing industry. 

The largest consignment in this year’s 
yearling sale will be that of W. H. Wright, 
who will sell 11 head (five colts and six 
fillies). Frank Conklin will sell 10 year- 
lings, including a colt and a filly by *Bos-

Eternal Bull. *Isolater, 
Jacomar, and Johnstown. 


Auctioneers will be Doc Bond. of Lex- 
ington, and L. E. Franklin. of Toronto. 
George (Brownie) Leach. of Lexington, 
will read the pedigrees. 


The Owner May Bid 


Fasig-Tipton Company officials have 
announced that owners will have the right 
to bid on their own horses in all future 
paddock sales under the direction of the 
company. This makes it leeal for a man to 
bid in his own horse. if it goes for an 
unsatisfactory vrice. Horses in this cate- 
gory will be listed as “not sold.” If a 
horse is to be sold at absolute auction, it 
will be announced at the time of sale. 

The system was adopted to prevent the 
use of fictitious names and agents. and to 
keep both the sales company and the seller 
in accord with laws governing auctions in 
New York. The statutes require that an 
auction must be absolute and without 
reserve, unless otherwise stated. 

The new rule will not affect the annual 
Saratoga sales of yearlings. which will be 
continued on an absolute auction basis. 


KEENELAND SALES STAKES 


Fifteen of the 255 eligibles for the 
Keeneland Sales Colts and Geldings 
Stakes have won stakes this vear. This 
event, restricted to 2-year-olds which were 
sold at the Keeneland Summer Sales of 
1948, will be run on October 15. at Keene- 
land. The list of eligibles includes Black 
Sambo, Detective. Eastern Flyway. Greek 
Ship. Lefty Jim. Navy Chief, Oil Capitol. 
Quiz Show, Roman Bath. The Diver. Un- 
bridled, Wisconsin Boy. Sturdy One. Cur- 
tice. and Mucho Mas. 

Net value to the winner of the race will 
be $19.099 in addition to a silver trophy 
to be presented by the Keeneland Associa- 
tion. Starting fees of $500. plus $5,000 
added by the race track, will be appor- 
tioned to the second, third and fourth 
horses on a 60-30-10 basis. The distance 
of the race will be 614 furlongs. 

The Keeneland Sales Fillies Stakes will 
be run four days earlier, on October 11. 
Eligibility requirements are the same. 
However. the distance will be six furlongs. 
the value to the winner will be $8,833, and 


the starting fee will be $250. Second, 
third, and fourth monies will be deter- 
mined in the same manner as in the colts 
and geldings stakes. The leading eligible 


filly is Fleet Rings, winner of the Holly- 
wood Lassie Stakes. Other stakes-winning 
2-year-old fillies sold as yearlings at 
Keeneland are Balladette and Petrolas. 

Purses for both of these new stakes 
were provided by the Breeders’ Sales Com- 
pany, which appropriated money equal 
to 1 per cent of the total amounts paid 
for colts and fillies in the 1948 Keene- 
land Summer Sales.

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Studies on Virus Abortion

One of the research projects of the De- 
partment of Animal Pathology is con- 
cerned with the study of equine virus 
abortion. Although this project receives 
financial support from the Federal Gov- 
ernment and from the State of Kentucky. 
it is financed for the most part by Gray- 
son Foundation, Inc. The following article 
deals briefly with the studies made on 
this disease during the past year. 


OCCURRENCE. Forty-four cases of 
equine virus abortion were diagnosed dur- 
ing the foaling season of 1949. Twenty- 
two of these abortions appeared in Ken- 
tucky. Thirteen farms located in this State 
presented virus cases, and the number 
of abortions that appeared on each farm 
varied from one to four. Other states 
that submitted positive virus cases were 
Ohio, Oklahoma, Pennsylvania, Indiana, 
and New Jersey. 


No records are available on the total 
virus abortions occurring in the United 
States. but a high percentage of all the 
equine fetuses aborted in the Bluegrass 
area of Kentucky were sent to this de- 
partment for postmortem examination, and 
the 20 cases examined constituted a fairly 
accurate total for that area. Two of the 
22 Kentucky cases came from outside the 
Bluegrass area, and they are by no means 
indicative of the total cases that appeared 
in the State. 


Equine virus abortion definitely has 
been diagnosed in at least 12 of the 48 
states, and probably is present in many 
more of them. It occurs in Canada. It 
appeared in Sweden during the past year. 
where it produced severe losses in the foal 
crops of several breeding establishments. 


VIRUS STUDIES. When virus material 
was injected into the fetuses of pregnant 
guinea pigs on the 35th day of gestation, 
the fetuses were aborted 7 to 9 days later. 
The injection of virus-free material into 
the fetuses of control guinea pigs did 
not cause abortion, and at birth the baby 
guinea pigs appeared normal. 


Furthermore. it was shown that preg- 
nant mares could be induced to abort by

injecting them with a suspension of tissue 
from an infected guinea pig fetus. This 
was accomplished by injecting the fetus of 
a pregnant guinea pig with virus material. 
harvesting the fetus five days later, mak- 
ing a suspension from its tissues, and then 
administering part of the suspension in- 
travenously to a susceptible pregnant 
mare. On three occasions pregnant mares 
were given injections of virus-infected 
guinea pig fetuses. A total of six mares 
were injected, i.e.. two in each instance. 
Five of the six mares aborted virus fetuses. 
In one case virus that was transferred 
through two alternating guinea pig pas- 
sages produced abortion in susceptible 
mares. It also was demonstrated that the 
injection of a pregnant mare with lung 
and liver tissue from a virus fetus which 
had been maintained in a frozen state for 
seven months produced an aborted virus 
fetus. 


Attempts to grow the virus in duck 
embryos and day-old hamsters failed. It 
also was shown that pregnant gilts would 
not abort after they were fed tissues and 
organs of virus fetuses. Five exposed gilts 
all produced normal litters. 


VACCINATION. Preliminary studies on 
the preparation and use of equine virus 
abortion vaccine were reported by Bruner, 
Edwards and Hull (1). During the fall 
of 1948. 1.624 pregnant mares were vac- 
cinated. Of these mares. 1,197 were lo- 
cated in Kentucky. It was established that 
five of the 1.624 vaccinated mares aborted 
virus fetuses. but in one abortion, at least, 
the recommended vaccination technic was 
not followed. 


Equine virus abortion occurred in non- 
vaccinated mares on 14 farms. of which 
10 were located in Kentucky. Two of the 
Kentucky farms did not use the vaccine 
because abortions appeared so late in 
the foaling season that vaccination of the 
few remaining pregnant mares was im- 
practicable. On the remaining eight Ken- 
tucky farms, 170 non-vaccinated pregnant 
mares were vaccinated after the infection 
had appeared. Subsequently, they pre- 
sented only seven virus fetuses which were 
aborted in the interval of 1 to 58 days 
following the treatment. 


In three establishments outside of Ken- 
non-vaccinated pregnant 


tucky, mares 


31 
were vaccinated after virus abortion was 
diagnosed. On one farm 24 exposed mares 
were treated and no more losses occurred. 
At another establishment 34 pregnant 
mares were vaccinated after 8 virus abor- 
tions had occurred. Within 25 days after 
the start of the treatment. 14 of the mares 
aborted. There was also an abortion on 
the 3lst day, another on the 34th day, and 
a final abortion on the 64th day following 
vaccination. The remaining 17 mares 
foaled normal foals. On the third farm 89 
exposed pregnant mares were vaccinated 
after 9 abortions had occurred and equine 
virus abortion was diagnosed. Thirteen of 
these mares aborted during the period of 
vaccination. Within a 32-day period follow- 
ing vaccination 38 additional mares 
aborted and the remaining 38 foaled nor- 
mal foals. 


SUMMARY. Forty-four cases of equine 
virus abortion were diagnosed. The virus 
produced abortion within 7 to 9 days when 
injected into pregnant guinea pigs. Injec- 
tion of material from infected guinea pig 
fetuses into susceptible pregnant mares 
caused them to abort. Prophylactic vacci- 
nation of pregnant mares produced good 
results, but vaccination of non-vaccinated 
mares after exposure to equine virus abor- 
tion resulted in losses up to approximately 
60 days following treatment.

SLEEPING SICKNESS 


Infectious equine encephalomyelitis 
(sleeping sickness) was reported from 35 
states in 1948, according to Bureau of 
Animal Industry statistics quoted in the 
September issue of the Journal of the 
American Veterinary Medical Association. 
This was two more states than in 1947, 
but there was a considerable reduction in 
the total number of cases: 8.716 cases 
were reported in 1947 as against 1,796 for 
1948. This was the lowest number of cases 
in 14 years of BAI statistics. The general 
pattern of distribution was practically un- 
changed. South Carolina had 237 cases, 
Kansas 207. Only three other states had 
more than 100 reported cases. They were 
Oklahoma 172. Florida 155, Nebraska 
109. Among the principal Tioroughbred 
breeding states the number of horses and 
mules reported ‘affected were: New York 
0, New Jersey 9, Ohio 0, Illinois 78, Mary- 
land 8, Virginia 9, Florida 155, Kentucky 
0, Tennessee 0, Texas 88, Oregon 47, Cali- 
fornia 91, Washington no report. Aver- 
aged out, there was less than 1 case per 
1,000 of the horse and mule population 
of the U. S.

In 1929, however. at Le Mar. he got 
five out of five. Mr. Marks then opened 
his book to the public. 

At the annual September sales at Don- 
caster. England, 312 yearlings averaged 
$4,625. In 1928. 344 had averaged $5.785. 

A. J. Joyner sent a division of the 
George Widener stable to Maryland un- 
der care of J. C. Reevey. one of his as- 
sistants. 

J. O. Keene advertised for sale at his 
Keeneland Stud four colts and two fillies 
by Sand Mole, four colts and three fillies 
by Pagan Pan, and a colt by *Carlaris. 

Col. Louis Lee Haggin, writing to Thomas 
B. Cromwell as to the origin of the word 
Thoroughbred as applied to horses, stated 
that the earliest usage of the word in 
Kentucky that he had been able to find 
was in the Kentucky Gazette of February 
8. 1794. It was in an advertisement for 
the stallion Alfred (pedigree not given).

“SIRTE’S SIRE RECORD IN ITALY GIVES PROMISE OF INTERESTING 
RACING NEWS IN AMERICA IN 1951 AND 1952 


In America, a horse which was champion of his year 
and winner of the country’s greatest race would not be 
retired to stud at a spot remote from leading breeding 
areas. But, this is the start *Sirte got in stud in Italy. 
Furthermore, it was war time, few mares could be trans-

If a sire in America was given no more opportunity 
than this, and then came up with five stakes winners 
in one crop—his record would be prominent news in 
every racing publication in the country.
